also further authorized and directed to stipulate on -
behalf of the state, in said case, that the provisions of
the several acts of the legislature, that the sums of
money appropriated to said Calkins and Proudfit, is
payment in full of their accounts for printing done
for the state, and ‘%= roccipt by them of the sums of
money therein mentioned, shall not be held to effect a
compromise or final settlement of their accounts, or to
bar their recovery of any sums of momey that may
be found equitably due to them; it being the inten-
tion and object of this act, to permit the said Calkins
and Proudfit to try, in the courts of the state, their
claim on its equities and merits, the same as if the
said provisions wero not contained in said acts, or any
of them, and that the remaining issues therein be tried
‘and disposed of according to law, to the end that a
just an(f equitable determination of said matter may
be had.

SeoTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
